ABRUPT CLOSE 


Trial of Blumenberg Is Thrown 
into Tangle of Legal 
Controversy 


BAIL REFUSED 


Continual Clashes Take Place Be- 
tween Counsel for Prosecution 
and Defence 


WINNIPEG, July 15.—-Absolute re- 
fusal, upon tthe advice of counsel, to 
anewer any questions except those 
pertaining to his entry into Canada, 
brought the examination of Sam 
Blumenberg to an abrupt close, be- 
fore the special board of inquiry being 
held at the tmmigration hall today. 

An attempt by A. J. Andrews, K.C., 
*pecial crown prosecutor, to link up 
the socialistic and bolshevist meetings 
held in the Walker and Majestic 
theatres last winter with the subse- 
quent riots in January and the strike 
riots last month, threw the trial of 
Blumenbere into a tangle of legal 
controversy. 


Barrage of Objections. 


Througmout the sessions today’, 
counsel for the defence kept up a 
barrage of objections ana impromptu 
arguments which, coupled with the 
constant refusal of Blumenberg to an- 
ewer any questions, prevented the 
hearing from getting anywhere be- 
yond a labyrinth of legal confusion 

The real development of the morn- 
ing was refusal by Magistrate R. M 
Noble, chairman of the board, to al- 


low bail to any of the four men— 
Biumenberg, Charitinoff, Almazoff, 
and Schroppirel—still held on im- 


migration changes, on the ground that 
the inquiries were already under way 
and that they would be carried on as 
rapidly as possible, 

At the very outset of the hearing 
EB. J. MeMifrray, one of the counsel 
for the defence, entered a formal ob- | 
jection to the nature of the board 
and made a protest against the pro- 
ceedings being carried beyond an ef- | 
fort to prove that Blumenberg had, 
by word or act, attempted to create a 
fiot or public disorder. He argued 
that the portion of the immigration 
act barring from Caneda members 
of societies with revolutionary aims 
did not come within the scope of the 
charges. 

From that time on it was one series 
of objections and arguments. As soon 
as Bhumenberg had finished with his 
preliminary statements as to name 
age and birth, Mr. McMurray stopped 
further answers by advising the de- 
fendant to refuse to answer. 

His move practically blocked Mr. | 
Andrews in his examination and he 
finally said he did not see any use of 
going further and the Chairman 
Noble, who formally asked each 
question after Mr. Andrews"had made 
it, only to receive the same answer 
from Blumenberg, said he did not see 
any use of going on with the witness, 
either, 


Objection Sustained, 

Counsel for the defence then at- 
tempted to cross-examine Blumen- | 
berg, to which Dr. Andrews objected 
so long as the witness was in con- 
tempt. Chairman Noble sustained the 
objection with the result that Blu-| 
menberg was called off the stand 
without having testified to much more 
than his name and age. He admitted, 
however, while on the stand that he 
had told immigration officiais that) 
he was an American citizen, and also} 
that he had voted in the United States. 
He explained that he believed that he 
held citizenship in the United States 
because his father had taken out his 


first naturalization papers in New 
York, but had died before he had 
eompieted his naturalization. He gaid 


he explained this to the immigration! 
officials. When he came to Canada} 
in March, he said, he told the immi-| 
gration officials that he was a Rou-| 
manian citizen. Blumenberg said he, 
was 33 years of age, of Jewish origin. | 
He came to Canada first from Rou- 


mania, later from Minneapolis. He! 
was still a Roumanian, He resided | 
in the United States for 13 years. He 


was in Canada about a year before | 
soing to the United States, and return-.| 
ed to Canada from Minneapolis about 
seven years ago. 

Repeated Clashes.

LEGAL TROUBLE OF 
DOMINION TRUST 
DEPOSITORS ENDS 


Good Progress Being Made Set- 
tling Outstanding Claims 
Against Liquidation 


VANCOUVER, B.C., July 15.—It ap- 
pears that, subject to the approval of 
the winding up judge, Justice Murphy, 
the legal controversy with regard to 
the standing of the Dominion Trust 
depositors in the liquidation, is at an 
end. 

Sometime ago the liquidator, J. C. 
Gwynn, circularized some 6,000 de- 
positors, asking their vote on his pro- 
posal, to give the depositors full rights 
as creditors for half their admitted 
claims when the final dividend to cred- 


jitors is fixed. 


At Mr. Gwynn's office, it was stated 
that replies are coming in fast and 
that the majority are in favor of ac- 
cepting this settlement, 

It wags reporied that good progress 
is being made in settling outstanding 
claims against the liquidation and that 
the liquidator hoped to have a good 
showing toward winding up “by 
autumn, 


EXPORT OF U.S. 
MEATS TO MARKETS 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—A resolution 
by Senator Sherman, Republican, Illinois, 
requesting that the federal trade commis- 
furnish the senate with documents 
export of meats from the 
United States to Great Britain, was adopt- 
ed without a record vote.

TRICK FLYING 
IS PROHIBITED 
OVER URBAN AREAS 


OTTAWA, July 15.--On the recom-) 
mendation of the air board, the privy) 
council has approved of regulations 
forbidding dangerous flying. Trick) 
or exhibition flying over urban areas, 
is absolutely prohibited as is also such 
flying at regattas or other public as- 
semblies except where specially ar- 
ranged for by the promoters, Danger- 
ous low flying is forbidden every- 
where, and flying over cities or towns 
must be at a height which permits) 
‘the machine to land outside in the} 
event of engine failure. * 

Nothing dangerous must be dropped 
under any circumstances from a fly- 
ing machine. The penalties provided | 
are six months imprisonment or a fine} 
of one thousand dollars or both, and} 
not only the pilot, but the owner of} 
the machine {is Hable. | 

The air board has under considera- 
tion a full code of regulations relat- 
ing to air navigation but not propose 
to recammend these for adoption until) 
a technical administrative staff has| 
been secured. Notice will be given 
within a few days of the positions to

nomic organization in order to make 
this more effective in the interest of 
the worker. in his opinion the bes*

long as a whole. Otherwise, it was 
inevitable that a split would take 


place in the ranks of organized labor 
and the energies of the organizers 
would be frittered away in strife be- 
tween themselves,

| with the visits of the army worm re- 
ferred to in The Bulletin yesterday, 
have been received by the department 
of agriculture The reports say that | 
| in a large section of the province from | 
south of Calgary to as far north as) 
Stony Plain, the crops are being at-| 
| tacked by the insect pest. 
| On investigation by the department 
of agriculture it was found that the 
| destruction was being caused by one 
of the smaller species of army worms. 
This is an unusual occurrence in this 
province, their depredations being con- 
fined generally to Quebec, Ontario and) 
the United States. The unusually dry 
season is probably responsible for the 
,outbreak. as in normal years, rainand 
dampness keeps these pests under con- 
| trol. They also have numerous nat- 
| ural enemies, the principal being 
jichneumon and tachina flies, which 
sometimes kill off as much as 90 per 
cent, of the caterpillars. It may be 
that climatic conditions or disease 
were fatal to these flies and they failed 
to do their work this season.

Various Methods of Control, | 


The methods of cor.trol are various, | 
the most effectual beine the dusty-| 
sided furrow if used in time. A deep!

the sod being turned inwards, a heavy 
log is then drawn through the fur- 
row two or three time untill the 
sides have been reduced to fine dust.
